DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 

Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 

elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 26-33 that also include claims 1 and 20-25, drawn to including a 
female concave shape provided with a fitting section for receiving the end having the 
male convex shape while making tight contact therewith, a base section of the 
end having the male convex shape is continued to an end edge of an annular step 
which is formed to have a diameter reduced in a radial direction of the 
ferrule, and a base section of the end having the female concave shape is 
continued to an end edge of an annular step which is formed to have a diameter 
reduced in a radial direction at an open end of the ferrule. 

Group II, claim(s) (33-35 that also include claims 1 and 20-25, drawn to including 
a protective sleeve which covers the ferrules; and flange-equipped 
cylinders each of which has an optical fiber-introducing hole and each of which 
is provided and fitted on a proximal end side of each of the ferrules. 



Group III, claim(s) 36-43 drawn to including a sleeve, for connecting two optical 
fiber ferrules therein, comprising: a cylindrical sleeve main body. 

The inventions listed as Groups !, II and III do not relate to a single general 
inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the 
same or corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: as stated 
above each invention is has limitation(s) that is directed toward an invention that would 
require a different search that that of other group inventions and because each of the
